shooting occurred on the 


banks of Tygart creek, not far from 
the Mt. Zion church. The spot 
where Ware fell is about seventy 
yards from the home of Henry Cas- 
teel. 


Ware and young Davenport were 


alone when the murder occurred. 
Davenport's story shows that he 
shot Ware in self-defense. 


Origin of the Trouble. 


The cause of the shooting dates 


back several months, when Edward 
Ware and his wife began having 
serious trouble. Their married life 
had never been of the happiest, but 
recently Ware seemed to become in- 
sanely jealous of ^his wife and ques- 
tioned her eveiy • movement. This 
led to repeated quarrels. 


The matter came to a crisis early 


in April, when, Mrs. Ware, who was 
a Miss Allen, came to 
Portsmouth 


to attend the funeral of her brother, 
Frank Allen. 
When she returned1 


home she and her -husband had -a 
bitter quarrel and, it is alleged 
that he beat ^her and abused her. 
This was too much, and Mrs.' Ware 


Wife Leaves Home. 


left her home and went over to that 
of Mrs. Eliza Davenport, mother of 
Preston, 
or "Tony" Davenport. 


She remained there for some days 
and this caused Ware to entertain 
hard feelings for the Davenports. 
About this time he made repeated 
theats against "Tony" Davenport, 
and swore that he would have to 
pay for harboring his wife and inter- 


•eadily consented to serve the sub- 
)oena. 


Served a Snbpoena. 


\long towards evening, about six 


o'clock or thereabouts, Davenport 
eft his home and went over to that 
of Henry Casteel, about a mile dis- 
tant. 
There he met Mrs. Ware and 


gave her the subpoena. 
He sat 


clown and was laughing and talking 
with the Casteel1 s and Mrs. Ware, 
when there came an interruption. 


Watched His Wife. 


Ed. Ware, it seems, had been in 


she habit of keeping a close watch 
on his 
wife. 
He imagined that 


other men were going to Casteel's 
to see her, and so kept the house 
almost constantly under his eye. It 
is 'supposed that he saw young Dav- 
enport enter the house, and, imag- 
ining that ho was there for no good 
purpose, Ware became wildly en- 
raged. 


Insanely Jealous. 


He approached the Casteel home 


and wanted to know who was there, 
calling out in a loud, angry tone. 


A hush fell upon the merry group 


and then young Davenport called 
out, "It's me, Uncle Ed." 
Ware 


was distantly related to Davenport, 
who always called him "Uncle." 
• "Oh, 
is that you, Tony? Come 


out here, I want to see you," 
said 


Ware. 
He said this in a pleasant 


tone, and seemed to have lost his 
ill-humor upon finding that Daven- 
port was the man callng at the 
house. 


Davenport, not suspecting any- 


thing was wrong, lelt the house and 
joined Ware in the 
road. 
They 


started to walk away from the house 
and had gone about seventy yards, 
when they approached a thicket. 
Davenport then halted. Ware turned 
around and said: 


"What's the matter? Arc you 


afraid to walk beside me? 


He Promised Mother. 


"No," said 
Davenport, as he 


stepped to his side, "but I promised 
mother I'd be home, before dark, 
and so I can't, go. any further.

Davenport'gazed at the dead body 


a moment and then rushed to the 
house and notified the Casteel fam- 
ily of \yhat had. happened. He then 
started over to the residence of As- 
bury 'Varc, the venerable father of 
the dear! man, to tell him of the 
death of his son. 
He met two men 


named Lawsori and told them about 
it and had them convey* the/ sad 
message to old man Ware and '.his 
wife. 


Young Davenport then thought of 


his mother and the great grief the 
terrible tragedy would cause her. 
So he next arranged to Miavc the 
news broken to her as gently as pos- 
sible. 


Davenport Voluntarily Surrender!, 
He then went down to the C. & 


O. station, more than a mile away, 
where there is a telegraph office. As 
ho stepped into the little office Dav- 
enport saw a number of excited peo- 
ple there, watching the operator 
send a message.

A' two thousand candle-power arc 
lieht is placed outside above tlie

entrance and one in the 


boiler room, also one in each engine 
room. In addition to these two 
thousand candle arc lights 
they 


have fifty incandescent lights. 
Six- 


teen of these are in tlie wells. The 
switch board is made of white mar- 
tie and is arranged with the latest 
improved machinery. 
From this 


board tlie power of the lights can be 
regulated,- aground wire detected, 
the arc liglits, the incandescents in 
tlie well and those in the building

separately. 


Tlie total cost of the plant was 
?60S, arid the extra running expense 
'sill not exceed $30 a year.

Austin, June 9. — Many people are 


known to have perished in the floods 
which 
followed 
the cloudburst and 


heavy rains in this portion o£ the state. 
Meager reports place the list of dead 
at from 25 to 40. • All the rivers in this 
section are still out of their banks. 


Reports came from San Saba and 


Manardville, small towns 90 miles 
north of here in the mountains, saying 
that both towns had been swept by the 
raging floods and .were badly devas- 
tated. In San Saba eight people were 
drowned. The river at that point is 
one milewide and runninglike a mill- 
race. At Manardsville 15 houses were 
swept away. The river is reported as 
"rising at both places, and grave fears 
are entertained that the entire country 
in that neighborhood will be laid waste. 


Manardsville, a small town located 


to the right and In the bend of the 
river in the valley,proved an easy prey 
to the raging torrents. 
Seventeen 


people are known to have been drown- 
ed there, and .there .may be others. Of 
those drq.wned two .were young white 
girls, Lydia and Ama "Vkjells by name. 
The others were all negroes, who were 
living in cabins close to the river 
front, and were caught in the flood be- 
fore they could make their way to 
Safety, owing to the darkness of the 
night. The town has bsen laid waste 
by the floods and all the surrounding 
country is inundated. 


Owing to the fact that all telegraphic 


communication 
with San Saba and 


Manardsville was interrupted, no addi- 
tional details have been, received from 
these points. 
It is known, however, 


that the property damage will exceed 
$100,000. Livestock suffered severely, 
hundreds of cattle and hogs having 
been swept away by the resistless tor- 
rent. The river, running as it does 
through a mountainous region to this 
point, rises very quickly, and falls 
equally as rapidly. This particular rise 
was announced by a solid wall of water 
ten feet high, which swept everything 
before It. 


Reports from Bastrop,30 miles south 


of Austin, state that several bridges 
have been wrecked by ths rushing wa- 
ters. The loss to the farming lands 
south of here will represent another 
$100,000.

Of Gasoline Started a Small 
v Blaze This Morning. 


Pir« Department Called Out but Made 


a Mistake in the Box—fire Ex- 


gniihed by Backet Brigade. 


The alarm of fire at 11 o'clock to- 


day was caused by the explosion of 
gasoline at the residence of Mrs. 
McGilvary, on East Tenth street, 
near Lincoln.

The East End de- 
partment, through some mistake, 
understood the dashes as 615, located 
on Grimes avenue. They ran ^to 
this box. Finding it undisturbed, 
they ran to. box 614, located near 
the fire. While this was going on 
the women in the vicinity of the 
fire, with the assistance of two or 
three men who happened to be near, 
organized a buket brigade and got 
to work. 
They succeeded in ex- 


tinguishing the fire. The damage 
done will not exceed more than $25. 
The reading of 615 by the 
firemen, 


instead of 614, frequently occurs, 
as ^the 
alarm J repeating, as it 


does, sometimes throws the dashes 
so closely together that such a mis- 
take can easily be amde. 


While the firemen were connect- 


ing with a plug a crowd of men and 
boys gathered and began calling 
them names. A woman or two also 
joined in this. Chief Cropper, when 
he arrived, put a sudden stop to 
this. He will file charges against 
the ring leaders.
